THE dust has 
settled, the decks 
are clear, it’s the 
play-offs for 
Charlton. 

They present an 
entirely new 
challenge which 
begins with the first 
leg away to 
Swindon Town this 
Friday (May 14) 
kick-off 7.45 pm, 
with the return leg 
at The Valley next 
Monday (May 17) 
kick-off 7.45pm. 

So look here, stop 
snivelling and 
remember you’re 
Addicks. 

History is on our 
side. Not entirely on 
our side, but 
definitely leaning 
our way. 

Remember the 
cataclysmic 
conclusion to the 
1986-87 season, with 
the rampant bully 
boys of Leeds 
United seen off by 
Peter Shirtliff ’s two 
extra-time goals at 
St Andrews; recall 
Clive Mendonca’s 
Wembley hat-trick 
in 1998 which, while 
legendary in 
London SE7, is 
hardly mentioned 
in Sunderland. 

Both Leeds and 
Sunderland were 
warm favourites. 
There was, of 
course, that 
unpleasant 
business involving 
Crystal Palace in 
1996 but let’s move 
quickly on. The 
point is that 
Charlton are pretty 
good at this play-off 
rigmarole and 
although neither 
Shirtliff nor 
Mendonca is 


available this time, 
cometh the extra 
half-hour, cometh 
the cold-eyed 
sharpshooter. 
Except in 1996, but 
we agreed not to go 
into that. 

Semi-final 
opponents Swindon 
have already seen 
more than enough 
of Charlton this 
season. Added time 
equalisers, by 
Miguel Llera for 
nine-man Addicks 
on Boxing Day and 
Nicky Bailey at the 
County Ground in 
February, robbed 
them of four points, 
which might have 
seen Town avoid 
the agonies of play- 
offs and go up 
automatically. 
They’ll be bearing a 
grudge but Phil 
Parkinson is 
confident his side is 
mentally and 
physically prepared 
for what lies ahead. 
It’s his opinion that 
Charlton have come 
through trying 
times to hit form at 
the right stage. 

You won’t hear 
Nolan dissenting. 
Like all of you, I’ve 
suffered stoically as 
Charlton appeared 
to falter. Now is not 
the time, though, 
for recriminations 
or critical analysis. 
To cheerfully 
plagiarise Winston 
Churchill, this is 
not the end, or even 
the beginning of 
the end. It is merely 
the end of the 
beginning. The end 
itself will occur at 
Wembley on May 29. 
Keep the date clear.

Report says 
Greenwich 
is cleaner 
than ever

GREENWICH is just 
about the cleanest its 
ever been - and that’s 
official. 

The independent 

National Indicator 

Framework (NI195) that 
examines litter, detritus, 
graffiti and flyposting 
shows Greenwich’s results 
for 2009/10 are the best ever. 

Around 300 “transects” - 
50-metre stretches of land, 
usually roads - were 
inspected, mainly in the 
Woolwich Riverside, 
Charlton, Peninsula, 
Coldharbour and Eltham, 
and Shooters Hill areas. 

Based on the surveyors’ 
calculations, the 

provisional “scores” are: 

• Litter 3 per cent 

• Detritus 15 per cent 

• Combined litter and 
detritus 9 per cent 

• Graffiti 9 per cent 

• Flyposting 1 per cent 

Data based on samples 

have margins for error 
but, even so, the litter 
score is the best ever 
recorded in the borough, 
as is the combined litter 
and detritus score. 

Although the graffiti 
score is a little 
disappointing, flyposting 
across Greenwich 

continues to be very low. 

Chris Wood, the 
council’s director of 
neighbourhood services, 
told GT: “I’m delighted 
by these figures because 
I know how hard council 
staff are working every

day to make Greenwich 
cleaner and greener. 

“I would have wanted a 
better score on graffiti 
but it will serve to make 
us increase our efforts in 
that area. Indeed, the key 
approach is to keep on 
top of the situation, not 
allow it to get out of 
hand.”

Towards the end of last 
year, 250 local 
unemployed people

Three more dogs seized 


POLICE in Greenwich 
have made four arrests 
and seized three dogs as 
they continue to target 
owners of prohibited and 
dangerous dogs in the 
community. 

In total, seven warrants 
were executed on April 30 
across the borough in a 
joint enterprise between 
the Dog Status Unit and 
the Disruption Team. 

The dogs were seized from 
addresses in Antelope 
Road, SE18, Cambert Way 
SE3, and Cantwell Road, 
SE18. 

All three dogs are 
currently being examined 


and are suspected of 
being Pit Bull Terriers. 
Four people were arrested 
during the raids for 
possession of dangerous 
or prohibited dogs and 
were bailed to return to a 
south east London police 
station on June 9. 

DS Doug Skinner, from 
the Greenwich Disruption 
Team, told GT: “We have 
been gathering 
intelligence provided 
mostly by members of the 
public and I am pleased 
with the result of the 
warrants. 

“The operation has been 
running for six weeks and 


so far we have executed 15 
warrants, arrested nine 
people and seized eight 
Pit Bull dogs. Anyone 
with a dangerous or 
illegal dog will face police 
actions and is likely to 
have the dog seized. 

“We will not tolerate 
anyone keeping illegal 
dogs in the borough.” 

He added: “I would ask 
anyone with information 
about dangerous dogs to 
contact Crimestoppers on 
0800 555111 
or their local Safer 
Neighbourhood Team. 
Every lead that we receive 
will be followed.”

Vicky's first 

marathon 

success 

SHE did it! Deptford community 
worker and mum-of-two, Victoria 
Phipps, has raised £1,515 - with more 
coming in - after completing her first 
London Marathon. 

Victoria, who supports young and old 
at the Armada Community Centre in 
McMillan Street, originally aimed to 
raise £1,500 for research into diabetes. 
She says it killed her 42-year-old 
friend, Norv, in May of 2006 - before he 
even realised that he was suffering 
from the condition. 

She managed to finish the world- 
famous race in 6 hours 29 mins and 59 
seconds. 

She told GT: “A big ‘thank you’ to 
everyone who supported me. 

“As I came up to the Armada 
community centre at around noon, I 
could hear everyone shouting, ‘She’s 
coming! She’s coming!’ 

“There were banners, there was face- 
painting, and some of the older people 
from the Wednesday and Friday club 
were out there too. 

“It was a big help.” 

Victoria has specifically raised cash 
for the Juvenile Diabetes Research 
Foundation (JDRF). 

It was founded by a small group of 
parents almost 25 years ago, and it 
exists to find the cure for type 1 
diabetes and its complications. 



Greenwich pupils shine at mini paralympics 


PRIMARY school pupils 
took part in a mini 
paralympic games with 
other youngsters from the 
Olympic host boroughs last 
month. 

Ten youngsters from five 
Greenwich schools enjoyed a 
range of sports when they 
spent four days at Stoke 
Mandeville Stadium, the 
‘spiritual home’ of the 

Paralympic Games. 

They were part of a group of 
60 disabled children who went 
to ‘Time to Shine’, an event

They 
stayed at the stadium over a 
weekend, along with their 
parents, carers and brothers 
and sisters. 

The 10 pupils came from 
Middle Park Primary in 
Eltham; Millennium Primary 
in Greenwich; Gordon Primary 
in Eltham; Linton Mead 
Primary in Thamesmead, and 
Willow Dene Special School in 
Plumstead.

New housing 
development 
reveals hidden 
Thames 
pathway 

by Hilary Bryan 

THE first residents are set to 
move into new riverside 
apartments on the site of 
former industrial wharves 
next month. 

The flats are contained in a 
low-rise block at Lovell’s Wharf 
providing a total of 139 new 
homes. 

Residents will be moving into 
Henry Hudson apartments 
which includes 65 affordable 
homes for rent, 45 for shared 
ownership and 29 for sale. 

The development has been 
created by London & Regional 
Properties and will eventually 
see five apartment blocks 
centered around a central 
square and water garden. 

The spacious one, two and 
three bedroom flats feature 
large balconies and terraces 


and the latest environmental 
technologies including green 
roofs and geothermal heating. 

Occupants will have easy access 
into Greenwich town centre, 
Canary Wharf and the City. 


The new development at 
Lovell’s Wharf also opens up a 
new section of the river 
frontage. It means residents 
and other locals will have clear 
views of the river Thames and 


access to a section of the 
Thames pathway which have 
been closed to the public for 
years. 

The new apartment blocks 
are part of the wider 


regeneration of the Thames 
pathway which will see more 
new homes at Delta Wharf and 
a proposed hotel at Drawdock 
Road as well as improvements 
to the riverside footpath and 
cycle path. 

During the building works 
parts of the river path along 
the west of Greenwich 
Peninsula remain temporarily 
closed to cyclists and walkers. 

Full details about the 
Thames Path closures and 
diversion routes are available 
at www.greenwich.gov.uk or 
on 020 8921 4661. 

Philip Binns of the Greenwich 
Conservation Group, a local 
planning watchdog, said: “The 
development means there’s 
going to be many more different 
ways to access the path. 

“There are concerns about the 
duration of the diversion in 
place but in the long term it’s 
going to be a great benefit for 
the people of East Greenwich 
and people using the path 
which is going to be much 
improved.” 

• The new apartment block is 
named after Henry Hudson, a 
17th century English 
navigator who explored parts 
of North American 
and had the Hudson River, 
Hudson Strait and Hudson 
Bay named in his honour.

The rights and 
wrongs of life 
under landlords

BEDSITTERS and 

occupants in self-contained 
flats may not know exactly 
where they stand with 
landlords. 

Not all home-letters are 
scrupulous and there have been 
cases of tenants forced to live in 
squalid conditions with far too 
many occupants under one roof. 

But there are regulations on 
fire escapes and how many 
people can use one kitchen or 
bathroom, as well as guidelines 
on repayment of deposits to 
tenants. 

GT was invited to see how it 
should be done, with reputable 
landlady Ashley, who has a 
bedsit property off Trafalgar 
Road. 

She said: “A good landlord or 
landlady is someone who is 
versatile. Sometimes tenants 
will lose their jobs but will still 
need accommodation, so rent- 
wise you don’t just throw them 
out on the street - you’ve got to 
be flexible.” 


To date Ashley has never had 
to withhold deposit money from 
her tenants when they leave, 
and rooms are always well 
prepared for new occupiers. 

“Lots of unscrupulous 
landlords don’t return deposits 
but I’ve never not given it back. 
Our rooms are professionally 
cleaned for new tenants and I 
think people respect that.” 


The rooms in Ashley’s family- 
run property are cleaned 
weekly and the house has CCTV 
out the front and an electronic 
entry system. 

Fire prevention is also a big 
concern. The landlady added: 
“We don’t like people to bring 
their own electrical goods into 
their rooms as all of the 
equipment provided - TV, Hi-fi,

fridges - have been checked for 
safety.” 

Ashley has a simple rule about 
the standards of her property: 
“If I feel that I would want to 
live here then I know it is up to 
scratch.” 

There is a strict policy of one 
person per room in Ashley’s 
place - a benchmark not 
adhered to by other letters. 

Residential services officer 
Lorraine Sulaiman said: “The 
worst case I’ve seen is 11 people 
living in a three-bedroom flat. 
We’re trying to get the message 
across that it’s the law that 
there should be no more than 
five tenants per kitchen unit. 
Floors should be easy to clean 
and that managers should be 
responsible for cleaning 
common areas.” 

Lorraine, who was set to star 
in TV show A Life Of Grime’, 
said: “A lot of landlords try to 
hide from us, but some tenants 
don’t know where we are to 
lodge a complaint. I didn’t get to 
finish the TV series. I think I’ll 
stick to being a housing officer - 
it’s a lot safer than the world of 
the media!”

Scouts appeal for more volunteer leaders

SCOUTERS were out in 
Eltham last Saturday, 
recruiting for more 
leaders for a hobby which 
is booming among young 
people across the 
borough. 

More men and women over 
18 are urgently needed to set 
aside up to eight hours a 
week, working with beavers, 
cubs and scouts in units in 
their local neighbourhood. 

Experienced scout leaders, 
who had a stall in Passey 
Place last Saturday, May 8, 
explained what they were 
looking for, and people who 
showed an interest were 
invited to a follow-up 
meeting. 

Andy Melia, the 
Development Officer for 
Greater London South Scout 
County, which covers 
Greenwich, Lewisham, 

Southwark, Lambeth and 
Wandsworth, told GT: 
“Waiting-lists are at an all- 
time high - due to the need 
for more adult helpers. While 
The Scout Association has 
been able to create over 13,500 
new places this year thanks 
to 2,871 new adults 
volunteering their time to 
local groups, there are 
currently over 33,500 young 
people waiting to join 
Scouting throughout the UK.” 

In South London 196 
new members has 
helped the UK Scout 
Movement achieve its 
biggest growth spurt 
since 1972. “This surge 
in membership - the 
fifth consecutive year of 
expansion - has helped 
cement Scouting’s 
position as the largest 
co-educational youth 
movement in the 
country,” he said. 

Worldwide scouting 
has 28 million members 


both male and female and 
operates in nearly every 
country in the world. 

Andy told us: “Scouting in 
Eltham is a growing success 
having increased youth 
membership by 5.5% last year 
and adult membership by 
5.6%. ” 

Saturday’s recruitment 


drive highlighted the range of 
flexible opportunities 

available to adults who 
volunteer with the scouts. 

“There are a variety of other 
jobs that need to be done such 
as gardening and general DIY, 
organising events, doing the 
accounts and writing press 
releases,” Andy explained. 



And he stressed: “We also 
need more people to give us 
support as trustees, chairs or 
treasurers within the 
movement.” 

UK Scouts enjoy more than 
200 activities including water 
skiing, abseiling and 
adventure glider flights. 

Explorer Scout Dan, 16 from 
Plumstead said: “Scouting’s 
awesome. I totally love being 
involved. You get to do so 
many amazing activities that 
you just wouldn’t get to do 
elsewhere. ” 

Chief Scout Bear Grylls 
said: “Scouting is 

empowering, wild and fun, 
and offers so many adventure- 
based activities for young 
people and adults alike.”

Rail users call for service upgrade 


A RAIL users’ group has been 
set up in Charlton for locals to 
discuss issues surrounding 
the service. 

The first meeting was 
attended by 30 users, local 
councillors and a 
representative from SE Trains. 
The Southeastern train 
company has come under 
criticism for its handling of 
the snowfall earlier in the 
year, as well as prices and the 
number of trains it runs. 

Since the new timetable, 
introduced at the turn of the 
year, more peak time trains 
have run through Charlton, 


and users at the meeting were 
pleased with the increased 
frequency. But they reasoned 
that the number to Charing 
Cross and Cannon Street 
could be greater. 

The new group includes the 
‘Steering group’ that meets 
monthly, and the wider users’ 
group that meets every six 
months. 

Group member, David 
Thompson told GT: “There 
are a number of issues that 
we want addressed at 
Charlton Station. 

“Firstly, the short (two 
carriage) trains that clog up 


the platform and make life 
difficult for less mobile 
passengers who have to walk 
the length of the platform to 
catch the train. 

“And the ticketing office is 
rarely open; the lift isn’t 
working, and the toilets are 
often closed.” 

He continued: “There is a 
transport connectivity issue 
too, with buses leaving the 
station from many different 
bus stops. 

“Older people at the meeting 
also raised the issue of 
Freedom passes and the fact 
that although there is a 


cheaper rate after 9.30am, 
tickets cannot be bought 
before then, which often leads 
to them missing the 9.34 
train.” 

Other concerns include the 
lack of visible management at 
the station and the general 
state of the concourse. 
“Charlton station was 
originally set up as a 
temporary station in World 
War Two and is in dire need of 
refurbishment,” David added. 

• The next users’ meeting is 
in September.

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply?

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme.

Food safety 
alert over 
meat snacks 


PACKETS of meat 
snacks have been 
pulled from the 
shelves of six 
Greenwich stores 
following a food 
safety alert. 

The 35 gram 
packets of halal 
chicken and beef 
snacks are mainly 
consumed by the 
borough’s African 
communities. 

They were 
withdrawn from 
sale after a food 
safety alert issued 
by Greenwich 
Council 
environmental 
health officers last 
month. 

They found that the 
meat snacks were 
produced in a 


factory which had 
not been approved 
for the purpose 
although 

manufacturers have 
approval to produce 
fish products. 

The Food Standards 
Agency and other 
London authorities 
were notified of the 
food alert along 
with other stores in 
the capital that had 
been supplied with 
the snacks. 

Now food 

producers at Asiko 
House of Foods on

UP at battered old 
Boundary Park, Charlton 
pragmatically 
accomplished their part of 
the equation. 

They coasted to unruffled 
victory over barely interested 
Oldham Athletic as League 
One’s second place bar of soap 
slipped in turn from the grasp 
of all five candidates until 
unconvincing Leeds United 
managed to clutch it long 
enough to crawl over the line. 

When Nicky Bailey shot the 
Addicks in front on 23 minutes, 
they briefly held pole position 
as scorelines elsewhere 
favoured them. It was, of 
course, too much to ask; when 


the various pendulums stopped 
swinging, Charlton were in 
fourth position and paired with 
Swindon Town in the play-off 
semi-finals. Their efforts in 
beating Oldham at least earned 
them the supposed advantage 
of playing the first leg away at 
the County Ground on Friday 
evening. 

Solid, composed but not 
particularly inspired, Charlton 
had little to beat on Saturday. 
Having rewarded manager 
Dave Penney with the sack for 
piloting them clear of 
relegation, the rudderless 
Latics had all but knocked off 
for the summer. Had Bailey not 
laid claim to Charlton’s miss- 
of-the-season with the score 2- 
0, they might have capsized 
completely. The second of 
those goals, featuring an 
appalling lapse in 
concentration by goalkeeper 
Darryl Flahavan, was the kind 


of howler likely to demolish 
what was left of a fragile side’s 
confidence.

Clearly superior in all areas, 
Charlton took their time before 
sealing their superiority with a 
cleverly conceived opener.
